We Was No Mere Epicram Turner or Pyro- 


technist In Expression. 


Brilliant as •werp Stevenson'B powers 


of thought and word, he -was no epi- 
gram turner, no pyrotechnist in idea or 
expression. A clear and coherent train 
of thDnght runs through his most spar- 
kling chapters; in its elucidation every 
phrasie plays au indispensable role, and 
tho garment of style fits the thought so 
closely that, although each sentence is 
in itself a work of art, none exists for 
itseH', but all for the sake of the gener- 
al effect of the whole. 


Singularly excellent is this whole as 


a 
medium for the transference of 


thought; impeccably lucid and limpid, 
translating all shades of perception, 
sensation and emotion with such ease 
and preciseness that the reader scarcely 
remembers he is absorbing the thought 
of another. But eveu this rare merit 
does not necessarily imply great charm 
of style. To achieve tho highest kind of 
charm, of beauty, the ear .must be en- 
chanted while the mind is definitely 
and delicately led. 


If you do not possess an ear for the 


music of prose (which has nothing at 
all to do with the ear for music proper 
and is different qven from.an.ear for,, 
verse, and a good deal less common), 
no one can make you understand the ex- 
traordinary beauty of Stevenson's work. 
But if you do possess this organ yon 
will rate him, as an artist, at least us 
high as any poet. The essentials of good 
poetic form, with its organized meas- 
ure and accentuation and often its de- 
termined rhymes, are symmetry and 
balance, diversified uniformity, varied 
repetition, echoing assonance and reso- 
nance. The essentials of good prose form 
aro a graceful symmetry, a discreet 
avoidance of actual in favor of suggest- 
ed balance, harmony in perpetual diver- 
sity, uo obvious repetitious or euboings 
and yet in every phrase a recognition of 
the form and color of all accompanying 
phrases. 
Thus a more subtle, if not a 


higher technical sense, goes to the mak- 
ing of very good prose than of even very 
good pootry; there are no formulas or 
rules to give assurance or warning, no 
signal cries determined npou in advance 
and thereafter londly audible as helpers 
of a doubting ear.—"Robert Louis Ste- 
venson and His Writings," by Mrs. M. 
Q. Van Rensselaer, in Century. 


Making Old Potatoes New. 


This is thn way nsw potatoes are man- 


ufactured in Paris: Old potatoes, tho 
cheapest and smallest that can bo pur- 
chased, aro bought by the rafistoleurs 
do pommes do terre, as they aro called, 
who carry their property to (he banks of 
the Seine, a good supply of water being 
necessary. The potatoes are put into 
tubs half filled with water; then they 
aro vigorously stirred about by tho feet 
and legs of the manufacturers, who roll 
up their trousers and stamp on the raw 
potatoes until they have not only com- 
pletely rubbed off their dark skins, but 
have also given them that smooth and 
Eatinliko appearance which is so much 
appreciated by gourmands. They aro 
tlieu dried, neatly wrapped in paper and 
arranged in small baskets, which are 
sold at the marchund.s des comestibles 
for 5 francs apiece. Tho oddest part of 
the whole business is that the rafisto- 
leurs make no secret of their trade and 
may daily bo seen at work near the 
Point Louis Philippe, within sight of 
the Hotel de Ville.

HOW I'OIl FREE UOINAGK. 


The Senate Fiiuiuoo Committee hus 


reported a substitute for the Bond bill 
passed by tue House. The full text of 
the bill is published in another column. 
It is what silver men want and \vhat 
they have been and are now contending 
for. It provides for the coinage of 
gold and silver on eqaal terms, ab pro- 
Tided by the Act of January, 1337, 
•which .was repealed in 1873. It also 
provides for the coinage of tho silver 
bullion now stored in the Treasury, 
and directs that the seigniorage, or the 
difference between the cost of said bul- 
lion and its coinage value, shall bo 
used in payment of the current c\- 
ponses of the Government, and for this 
purpose the Secretary of the Treasury 
is authorized anJ directed to issue sul- 
ver certificates against it, as if it, were 
already coined. It further provides for 
the retirement of national bank notes 
of less denomination than $10, and di- 
rects the Secretary of the Treasury to 
redeem green backs and Treasury notes, 
when presented, in standard dollars or 
gold coin, not at the option of the 
holder of the notes, but at tho option 
of tne Treasury, and to reissue tho 
greenbacks so reaesined, as provided in 
the Act of May 31,1878. 


That this bill will p.iid the Senate hy 


a decisive majority is conceded, but 
what will be its fato in tho Republbuu 
House? Our Republican friends here 
iu Nevada tell us tho Republican party 
is in favor of free coinage. Senator 
Jones, who knows more about the finan- 
cial policy of the party, presumably, 
than the local statesmen, says it iu un- 
alterably opposed to free coinage. Lest 
our local statesmen bs mistake:'., ;.b 
the welfare of tho State depends upou 
the passage of the bill, would it not uc 
advisable for them to servo notice on 
Mr. Reed's House, at least through tnc 
Republican press, that if it defeats th.il 
bill no man who has the slighter! re- 
gard for the State can support tha Ji,;- 
publican party; 
find that no !iouc=t 


man can uphold the policy of it-uiug 
interest-bearing bonds for gold, whea 
the necessity for such bonds t.iu bo 
obviated by passing the Senate biU. 


Imagine tho change that would im- 


mediately take place if. that bill was on 
the Statute books ! The population or 
Nevada would 
bo doubled 
in t.,x 


mouths and thousands of meii v.ouM 
be employed. There would be .1 hoa.o 
market at good prices for everything 
the farmer produces. Miners, ineoht:uic'< 
and farmhands would be in demand 
and taxable property would increase. 
Toe interest on money would advance, 
it is true, because money would bo iu 
demand to develop the resources of the 
State, but the borrower could afford to 
pay a higher rate of interest, as prop- 
erty would advance 50 per cent, in 
value. 


Let Republicans, or at least those ot 


them who ara in favor of free coinage, 
write to their party leadeis in Congress, 
fill their party papers with arguments 
in favor of the restoration of silver 
and endeavor to impress upoii Mr. 
Reed and his lieutenants the absolute 
necessity of getting the Senate bill 
through the House. This will at least 
be more gentlemanly than abusing the 
Silver party, and, as the Republicans 
in the House are strong enough to pass 
a Free Coinage bill over Mr. Cleve- 
land's veto, it may do some good, 


THE GOLD KINGS. 


J. Pierpont Morgan, king of the gold- 


bugs and chief ruler of the United 
States, haa issued an ultimatum. He 
says the syndicate, of which he is at the 
head, will take all the bonds offered by 
the Government or none. Experts in 
financial matters know what this means 
and one of them says the '•yndicate 
will got the bonds. Speculation is a 
cold-blooded game and there is neither 
patriotism nor sentiment in the gold- 
bug; they do not spring from the 
hearts that corner gold. Just so sure 
as the bonds are issued Wall street will 
get them. Several interior banks have 
telegraphed the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury that they will take amounts vary- 
ing from $15,000 to $30,000, but there 
were no messages from Xow York, 
Philadelphia or Boston, where those 
who control tho gold of the country 
have their headquarters. The bankers 
and brokers of New York, with their 
affiliation! and connections reaching 
acroes tha sea, can band themselves to- 
gether under the present laws and 
manipulate the gold reserve of the 
Government as nicely as the engineer 
does the throttle o,° his engine. It is 
thought that while the public may sub- 
scribe to some extent for tho bonds the 
xreat financiers will work together and 
make a price for the whole issue which 
will be higher than the public will care 
to give and which will compel the 
Secretary of the Treasury to award the 
bonds to the combination.

WASHINGTON, January 8.—Woleott, 


who has been absent in Europe some 
months, was present in tho Senate tc- 
day and touk the prescribed oath. 
HalP, from the Committee on Naval 
Affair?, leported back favorably the 
bill authorizing the Secretary of the 
Navy to increase the number of en- 
listed men in the navy. He directed 
attention to the importance of the bill 
and gave notice that lie would call it 
up at an early day.

Tho condi- 
tions were proposed that questions of 
boundary or complications with other 
Governments be transmitted to the 
Prooideur, to be laid before Cniigitss 
for ilnal action before January 8, 1898. 


It was also proposed that all property 


pertaining to the public defense be 
credited to the United States, but the 
State to retain all other property and 
the United States to be liable for none 
of its debts. Tho resolution proposes 
a1- an alternative that Hawaii may be 
admitted as a State by treaties between 
the two governments, with one Repra- 
o> utative in Congress, and proposes an 
appropriation of $100,000 for making 
Hit- treaties. The resolution was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs. 


Henderson stated that the Commit-

All the 
men and boys of the neighborhood gath- 
ered there, and everything which the 
paper related -was subjected to their 
keen, shrewd common sense. It was not 
long before young Lincoln became the 
favorite member of the group and the 
one listened to most eagerly. 
Politics 


was warmly discussed by these Qentry- 
ville citizens, and it may be that sitting 
on the counter of Jones' grocery Lin- 
coln even discussed slavery. It certainly 
was one of the livo questions of Indiana 
ft that date. 


Young Lincoln was not only winning 


In these days in the Jones' grocery store 
a reputation as a debater and story tell 
er, but he was becoming known as a kind 
of backwoods orator. 
He could repeat 


with effect all the poems and speeches 
in his various school readers, he could 
iinitato to perfection the wandering 
preachers who came to Qentryville, and 
ho could make a political speech so stir- 
ring that he drew a crowd about him 
every time he mounted a stump. 
The 


applnnf-e he won was sweet, and Ire- 
quo:;! iy he indulged his gifts when he 
ought to have been at work—so thought 
his praploycis and Thomas, his father. 
It wus tiyiug, no doubt, to the hard 
pushed fmmers to see the men who 
ought to bnve been cutting grass or 
chopping v.-ood throw down their sic- 
kles or axes to group around a boy when- 
ever ho mounted a stump to develop a 
pet theoiy or repeat with variations 
yesterday's scriacn. In his fondness for 
spcechuip.kiiig ho attended all the trials 
of tho neighborhood arid 
frequently 


walked 15 miles to Booneville to attend 
court.

FRE1S COINAGE *iOT BONOS 


The Senator*' Substitute For Mr. Reed's 


Bond Bill. 


The Senate Finance Committee re- 


ported the following as a substitute 
for the Houso Bond bill. The report 
was agreed to by a vote of eight to five, 
all the Republicans on the committee 
except Walcott, of Colorado, voting 
no. 


SECTION, 1. From and after the pas- 


sage of this act, tho mints of the United 
States shall be open to the coinage of 
silver, and there shall be coined dollars 
of the weight of 412>£ grains troy, of 
standard silver, nine-tenths fine, as pro- 
vided by the act of January 18,1837, 
ind upon the same terms and subject 
to the same limitations and provisions 
of law regulating the coinage and legal 
tender quality of gold; and whenever 
tho said coins herein provided shall be 
received into the Treasury certiflc ates 
may be issued therefor in the manner 
now provided by law. 


SEC. 
2—That the Secretary of the 


Treasury shall coin standard silver 
dollars aa soon as practicable accord- 
ing to the provisions of section 1 of 
this act from the silver bullion pur- 
chased under the authority of the act 
of July 14,1890, entitled an act direct- 
ing the purchase of the silver bull- 
ion and the issue of Treasury notes 
thereon and for other purposes." That 
portion of said silver bullion which 
represents tho seigniorage or profit to 
the Government, to-wit: The differ- 
ence between the cost of said act and 
its coinage value, and said silver dol- 
lars so coined shall be used in the pay- 


I ment of the current expense of the 
Government, and for the purpose of 
said seigniorage immediately available 
for use as monoy, the Secretary of the 
Treasury is hereby authorized aud di- 
rected to issue silver certificates against 
it, as if it were already coined aud in 
the Treasury. 


SBC. 3. That no national bank note 


shall be hereafter issued of a denomi- 
nation less than $10, and that all notes 
of such banks now outstanding of de- 
nomination* less than that, sum, shall 
be as rapidly as practicable, taken upt 
redeemed and canceled, and notes of $10 
denominations and larger denomina- 
tions shall be issued in their stead un- 
der the direction of the Comptroller of 
the Currency. 


SEC. 4—Tho Secretary of the Treasury 


shall redeem tho United States notes 
commonly called greenbacks and also 
the Treasury notes issued under the 
provisions of the act of July 14,1893, 
when presented for redemption in
